the Knit TenneNM, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company and otben. 
The 


complaisant alleged that rates on traffic 
from New York and other Atlantic sea- 
board poloU to C'luttaojoga ara an 
reasonable In themselves and relatively 
•a compared with ratei to Memphis and 
Nashville, and that rates on snoh traffic 
•re greater for the shorter distance to 
Chattanooga than for the longer distance 
over the same line and in the same direc- 
tion to Memph's and Nashville. The 
Commission held that defendants were 
justified by the existence of water com 
petition, the controlling force, in charg- 
ing less no suoh traffic for the longer 
distance to Memphis, but that no such 
competition exists for such traffic to 
Nashville and a greater charge for the 
transportation of like kind of property 
from seaboard points fur the shorter dis- 
tance through Chattunoogit to Nashville, 
is in violation of the fourth aectrm of 
tbe Act to rcguUte commerce. 
Defend 


•ots were ordered to cense and desist 
from making greater charges to Cliatta 
nongs than to Nashville, but were 
granted leave to file application for re 
lief under the proviso clause of the fourth 
section of the Act to regulate commerce. 


The C'lramtssloa hold* that one trans 


portation line canoot be said to meet tha 
competition of another transportation 
line for tbe carrying trade of any pitrtic 
alar locality, unless the latter line coolo 
and would perform the service at once 
if the former did not undertake it. 
When greater disparity exists between 
charges whieh are lower to competitive 
points than to intermediate'points much 
less remote, the inference ia irresistible 
that the lower rate is unrooiuaerative or 
that the larger rate gives unwarranted 
return for the service rendered.

competition may be lets over the same 
line aad iu the snine direction than to 
intermediate points whero there is no 
sach competition.

The silver question will not down. It 


is the ail-absorbing subject at Washing 
too, and is discussed more than the tariff 
or any other National issue. The silver 
men are so strong that Cleveland is said 
to have reached the conclusion that it 
will be best to compromise on the resto 
ratiia of the Bland Act of 18T8. 


It is bdhevjid that many tree ooicage 


men will favor tha repeal ot the Sherman 
Act of 1890 authorizing the purchaio ol 
silver bullion if the Bland Act is restored 
with the proviso that the Secretary ot 
the Treasury shall coin the miuimum uf 
11,000,000 per ni'tntli lustead of the mm 
imum of $3,000,000 a month as hereto- 
fore. 


While there is a demand for more 


m>neyfrom all parts of the country to 
meet the requirements of commerce, and 
a bill is before Congress to issue bonds 
to make op the deficiency in the Treas 
ury, there is over 70,000,000 ounces of 
bullion stored in the Treasury. This 
bullion should be coined and put in cir- 
culation for the puym»nt of pensions or 
Other Government obligations. 


The agitation of the silver question in 


the West and South is having a good 
eff-ct on C mgreas. A Presidential c»n- 
dilale, nominated by a party winch is 
not yet a year old, and ono of whoje car 
dmal principles is free coinage, will re 
ceive the electoral votes of five States to 
morrow. This is convincing proof of 


, the great interest which the people are 
taking in the silver Usuo, and It alarm* 
thegoldbui; politicians of fie old parties, 
who see that ualesj there Is legislation 
favorable to silver, tbe Populists will 
sweep tbe country at the next general 
election. 


THE commTurioNAtirY or THB 


LKOIULATURB. 


Hon. Thomas Wren and Hon. M. S 


Bonnifleld are in Reno on their way to 
Carson. 
When asked their opinion in 


regard to the constitutionality of the 
Liatisl tture, Mr. Wren said thtire Is no 
doubt of the legality of the Legislature 
whether the new apportionment Act is 
constitutional or not. 
Ha believes tbe 


apportion moot Act of 1801 comes as near 
complying with the requirements of the 
Constitution as any that IMS been passed 
since tbe Slate wus admitted into the 
Union. The members of tho Legislature 
elected lust November are the legal rep 
reseotatives of the people. 
They are 


•aoh and ill entitled to seats and if there 
is a quorum of members under the old 
apportionment 
bill present when the 


Legislature convenes there can be no 
question M to tne legality of the Legis 
lature whether tbe new apportionment 
Act is constitutional or not. Vacancies 
might wist under the old apportionment 
bill, bnt that is not the faalt of the mem- 
bers elected. 


Mr. Bonn! told fully agreed with Mr. 


Wren. He said each. House is the ex- 
clusive Judge of the election and qnalifl 
cation of its numbers. The members 
being legally elected are tbe sole judges 
of whether there are vaonncles or not. 
If tbe new act is unconstitutional if there 
are a sufficient number of members in 
each House to constitute a quorum under 
tbe old act, they can transact business, 
or if they deem it advisable provide for 
•dealing their numbers to the limit 


allowed by the old act. The Constitution ] 
makes them sole judges in tbe case and no 
otbrr depsrtmeotof the Govern ment has 
authority to interfere. Tbe Courts will 
take judicial nottca of the legal existence 
of tha Legislature, as they do of the State 
officers. 


Both gentlemen agreed that tbe present 


apportionment Act was doubtless passed 
in the Interest of economy and was the 
best that could have been done under the 
circumstances.

The worst inundations of Louisiana 


»n<J eastern Arkansas are but cpring 
Iresheta compared with the monster 
floods that visit the Amazon valley every 
j ear with a regularity equaled only by 
astronomical events and tax collections. 
Th» rainfall of northern Brazil i» about 
three times that of the webfootiest coun- 
ties of Oregon, and in miasummer the 
thnader showers Uiat drench the woods 
every afternoon resemble a daily cloud- 
burst. On the Northern Pacific no othei 
word would bo applied to an atmos- 
pheric waterfall, darkening the air like 
a Loudou winter fog for hours together, 
and swamping a house, if the roof 
should leak, throagh aa aperture of a 
few square inches. 


Rums of that surt are apt to occur day 


after day for a series of weeks, and their 
effect on the lowlands can only be im- 
perfectly indicated by the fact that the 
Amazon nver drains »n area of mor» 
than 3,000,000 square miles. The Mis- 
sissippi, too, drains half the eastern 
slope of a country larger than Brazil, 
but ita largest affluents are dwarfed by 
tbe third class tributaries of the South 
American father of water?. 


Mot such flowing lakes as the Bio 


Negro and the Madeira, but the Purus, 
iho Yavari, the Qurna, the Hingo, the 
Papjjos oud dozens of other streams 
rarely mentioned on this side of the 
ittthmna enter the main river through a 
delta miles 111 width and deep enough 
tur tho largest river steameis of the St, 
Lawronco. 


Abont the middle of summer these 


streams begin to rise,'those from the 
southwest hrst, those from the northwest 
ami north a few weeks later, and a fort- 
night after the nrnvnl of tho second sup- 
plement the valley ol Ihe Maiinon, the 
• wild Log nvor," as the e.irly colonists 
called the Amazon, becomes a paradise 
of swamp loving b'rutes 
The tapis, the 


IKM.UUI, the fash ottei celebrate the pic- 
me season of their buuuner life, and 
lierds of wild dopi begin their westward 
etodu8. 
Near Alonto Beira, in the 


province (now state) of Macto Grosso, 
the \\oods in midsummer get full of 
game, ai a handled years ago the foot- 
ni'U tff the scnthein Alleglwniessw&rm- 
ed with wild pigeons when the forests 
uf tho north were bunsd in snow. 


A mow thau usually sudden rise of 


the flood cuts oil many of these fugi- 
tives, who m« thus reuucei to the al- 
ternative of making for the highest ac- 
ceb-sible groand, farther e"<t. till eveiy 
ki>oll become* a hill of iefng«, civtwtod 
with timid brutes, whose survival de- 
[ends on their escape from the giant 
tits and boas who may approach their 
-,tron,;hold by swimming, if the water 
-.hould have submerged too large a por- 
tion of the continuous forest. 


Aboat two mcntha after the begin- 


ning of the rainy season the deluge of 
Uie lowhinda reaches its maximum. 
filmlands of square miles are sub- 
merged so effectually that canoes can be 
peddled through forests apparently free 
lioin underbrush, since only the taller 
tiets, with their netwoik of climbing 
vines, rise like islands above the surg- 
ing waters. The swollen rivers have 
found new currents, and broad, gnr- 
,lmg streams twist and eddy through 
ihe leafy wilderness, tearing off whole 
groups of trees, ^ith all their roots, but 
mnkiiig amends by depositing hillocks 
of dnttwood, which soon get covered 
with tufts of new vegetation. 


Tbo pressure of the surging flood 


against these mounds of alluvium Boon 
becomes enormous, but the deep rooted 
stems of the adausonia and the canoho 
tree may resist till now deposits of drift- 
wood consolidate a number of mounds, 
thus forming good sized islands with a 
down stream base of perhaps half a mile, 
but a narrow bead deflecting the cur- 
rent left and right, like the wedge 
shaped front of a stout bridge pier. At 
the tune of thpir incipiency these new 
islands may be tenanted only by river 
liz ird«, but ueces^ty is the mother of 
successful exploration as well as of in- 
vention, and a week after its birth th« 
ilnftwood hill swarms with animal 
refugees, hogs, deer and capybaris, jog- 
tlmg each other in theiv struggle for • 
bake of operations, thus often getting
